110V Operation

If the machine is not wired correctly a fire 
could result.

If you 
are not sure that your electrical circuit can 
handle the amperage draw, get a qualified 
electrician to test your electrical system 
and do any required upgrades. DO NOT 
attempt to modify an existing circuit by 
only replacing the circuit breaker with one 
rated for a higher amperage draw than the 
wiring, receptacle, and plug are rated for. 



The Model H3390 is wired to operate at 110V. A 
Ground Fault Circuit Interrupter (GFCI) must be 
used at all times when using this saw. If an outlet 
is not available that is equipped with a GFCI, use 
a GFCI plug adapter between the saw power cord 
and a properly grounded outlet. See Figure 1 for 
a typical 1 10V plug and GFCI outlet. 

Under normal 110V use, the Model H3390 motor 
draws approximately 15 amps. Use a 20 amp cir- 
cuit breaker or a 20 amp slow-blow fuse.

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SECTION 4: SET UP 



Clean Up 



Unpainted surfaces may be coated with a waxy 
oil to protect them from corrosion during ship- 
ment. Remove this waxy oil with a solvent clean- 
er or citrus-based degreaser such as Grizzly's 
G7895 Degreaser. To clean thoroughly, some 
parts may need to be removed. The machine 
will operate best when the waxy oil is 
removed from all moving and sliding parts. 
Chlorine-based cleaners and solvents will dam- 
age the painted surfaces of the machine. Follow 
the manufacturer's instructions when using any 
type of cleaning product.

Site Considerations 



Floor Load 

The Model H3390 is a medium load with a medi- 
um footprint. Most commercial or home shop 
floors should be sufficient to carry the weight of 
the machine. Reinforce the floor if you question its 
ability to support the weight. 

Working Clearance 

Working clearances can be thought of as the dis- 
tances between machines and obstacles that 
allow safe operation of every machine without lim- 
itation. Consider existing and anticipated machine 
needs, size of material to be processed through 
each machine, and space for auxiliary stands or 
work tables. Also, consider the relative position of 
each machine to one another for efficient materi- 
al handling. Be sure to allow yourself sufficient 
room to safely run your machines in any foresee- 
able operation. 

Lighting 

Lighting should be bright enough to eliminate 
shadows and prevent eye strain. Electrical circuits 
should be dedicated or large enough to handle 
combined motor amp loads. Be sure to follow 
local electrical codes for proper installation of new 
lighting or circuits.

The assembly of the Model H3390 Wet Tile Saw 
is straightforward and can be completed in a rela- 
tively short period of time. 

To assemble the saw: 

1. Assemble the two stand brackets using (2) 
M8-1.25 x 50 hex bolts and (2) M8-1.25 lock 
nuts as shown in Figure 4. DO NOT over- 
tighten.

Attach the casters to the mounting locations 
on the stand using M6-1 .0 x 40 hex bolts, M6 
flat washers, and M6-1.0 hex nuts as shown 
in Figure 5

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3. Mount the saw frame to the stand using (2) 
M6-1 .0 x 20 carriage bolts, (2) M6 external 
tooth washers, and (2) M6-1 .0 knob bolts as 
shown in Figure 6-

4. Slide the plastic water reservoir into one end 
of the saw frame as shown in Figure 7. Be 
sure the reservoir is not protruding from 
either end of the frame.

5. Slide the pivot shaft into the riser block as 
shown in Figure 8. Be sure the notched end 
of the pivot shaft is positioned correctly. 

6. Secure the assembly with a M10-1.5 x 10 
setscrew as shown in Figure 8- 

7. Slide the pivot shaft into the mounting holes 
on the motor assembly and secure with the 
blade height adjustment knob as shown in 
Figure 9-

8. Mount the motor assembly to the frame using 
(2) M10-1.5 x 75 hex bolts, (2) M10 lock 
washers, (2) M10 flat washers, and (1) M10- 
1.5 x 15 setscrew as shown in Figure 10

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9. Attach the blade guard to the motor assem- 
bly using the M8-1 .25 x 30 lock knob and M8 
flat washer as shown in Figure 11. Tile saw 
blades are sold separately.

10. Place the water pump inside the water reser- 
voir and plug the pump cord into the recepta- 
cle on the side of the motor assembly. A plas- 
tic hose runs from the pump to a "Y" connec- 
tor and then slides through two mounting 
holes on each side of the blade guard base 
(Figure 12).

To change/install a blade: 

1. Unplug the machine from the power 
source! 

2. Loosen the lock knob on the side of the blade 
guard (Figure 11, Page 12). 

3. Lift the blade guard to the up position and 
tighten the lock knob. The blade guard 
should remain in the up position. 

4. Press the arbor lock pin (Figure 17) and 
rotate the arbor nut by hand until the arbor 
lock pin fully depresses. 



5. Continue to hold the arbor lock pin and use 
an open-end wrench to loosen the arbor nut

6. Remove the arbor nut and flange, and slide 
the blade onto the arbor. 

7. Replace the flange onto the arbor and thread 
the arbor nut onto the arbor. 

8. With the arbor lock pin still fully depressed, 
tighten the arbor nut using an open-end 
wrench. 

9. Reposition the blade guard to the down posi- 
tion and tighten the knob loosened in Step 1 .

Starting the machine: 



1. Wear ANSI-approved safety glasses at all 
times when running the saw. 

2. Plug the saw into the power source. Be sure 
the cord is positioned with a "drip loop" below 
the level of the outlet as shown in Figure 18- 
This prevents water from running down the 
cord and into the outlet. Instead the water 
will drip to the floor at the "drip loop" on the 
cord.

3. Turn the machine on and make sure your 
hand is on the power switch in case you 
need to quickly turn the machine off. The 
machine should run smoothly with little or no 
vibration. 
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Lubrication 



To prevent excessive wear on the saw blade, be 
sure to maintain a continuous flow of water on 
both sides of the blade. Never cut tile without the 
water lubrication system running. 

To set up the water lube system: 

1. Assemble the pump and hoses as described 
on Page 12. 

2. Position the pump so it does not interfere 
with the movement of the table. 

3. Fill the water reservoir with enough water to 
completely cover the suction inlet on the 
pump as shown in Figure 19- DO NOT over- 
fill the reservoir.

4. The pump turns on when the saw is turned 
on. The water flow can be adjusted using the 
flow rate lever on the side of the pump.

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SECTION 5: OPERATION 



Cut Preparation Cutting

To prepare for a cut: 



1. Fill the water reservoir with water. 

2. Plug the saw into the power source. Be sure 
the cord is positioned with the "drip loop" 
below the level of the outlet as shown in 
Figure 18, Page 14. 

3. Wear safety glasses and a dust mask. 

4. Turn the saw on and allow it to run for one 
minute. Be sure the blade runs smoothly. If 
the saw is not operating normally, do not use 
it. Contact our Service Department.

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To make a cut: 

1 . Using a marking pencil, mark the outline on a 
piece of tile. 



2. Place one edge of the tile against the raised 
lip on the trailing edge of the table as shown 
in Figure 20-

3. Line up the saw blade with the cut line on the 
tile. 



4. Turn the saw on and allow to run for one 
minute. Be sure the blade runs smoothly. A 
constant stream of water should be flowing 
onto each side of the blade. 

5. Keeping your fingers out of the cutting path, 
slowly move the table and tile forward into 
the saw blade. 

6. Do not feed the tile into the blade too fast. If 
the motor sounds like it is slowing down dur- 
ing the cut, you are feeding the tile too fast. 
Slow down the feed rate immediately. 

If the saw shuts off unexpectedly, stop cutting the 
tile and turn the power switch off. Wait 15 minutes 
and press the circuit reset button.

When multiple tiles need to be cut to the same 
dimension, the rip fence can increase production. 
Use the scale on the table to set the rip fence to 
the desired cut. Make several test cuts to check 
the accuracy. 

If the scale on the table does not produce accu- 
rate cuts, the scale and table position can be fine- 
tuned by loosening the cap screws (See Figure 
21) and adjusting the table.

General 



Regular periodic maintenance on your Model 
H3390 will ensure its optimum performance. 
Make a habit of inspecting your machine each 
time you use it. 

Check for the following conditions and repair 
or replace when necessary: 

1. Conditions allowing prolonged exposure of 
the motor and electrical components to 
water.
